THE CITY HALL 


The first step towards the solu- 
tion of the City Hall problem is 
foreshadowed by the first reading 
yesterday of an) Ordinance whieh 
will give the Government power to 
resume possession of the property 
now lying idle. When resumption 
has been effected, part of the sitt 
wilt be sold and the remainder deve- 
loped to accord with a general 
acheme of town planning. It 1s not 
intended, however, to utilise any 
part of the-site for the purposes of 
a new City Hall, but the scheme 
which the Gevernment has in mind 
docs onvisnage of 
public umenities of the kind 
hitherto available. Such an obliga- 
tlon, of course, Treats upon the Goy- 
ernment, inasmuch as, the existing 
buildings were erected by public 
subscription for the express pur+ 
pose of providing « City Hall, Now 
that the authorities are to resume 
possession of the property and will 
secure a handsome sum from the 
sale of the land, they are in duty 
bound to see that a new pyblic civic 
centre Is provided. 

As we understand the position, 
the Government has worked out a 
comprehensive scheme of worka, 
in-which provision is to be made 
for a new City Hall, The scheme 
has been so arranged that it will 
more than finance itself. It in- 
cludes the erection of a new Gov- 
ernment House and a new block of 
Governnient offices. The project is 
ot present under the consideration 
of the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, whose approval {8 neces- 
sary before it ‘can be embarked 
upon, The funds needed to finance 
it will come from the sale of the 
present City Hall property—an ox- 
tremely valuable site—and possibly 
also from the eventual sale of the 
present Government House. The 
first step in the scheme, we believe, 
is the building of a new Govern- 
ment House at Magazine Gap, on 
the site of .the old Military 
Sanatorium, which is at present 
unoccupied, When that has been 
erected, it is possible that the old 
Government House may be utiltecd, 
for a time, for the purposes of a 
City Hall. In tho meantime, it is 
hoped to mako a start on tho 
erection of a now block of Govorn- 
mont offices fn’ the region -of 
Beaconsfield Arcade, Obviously,’ n 
rent deal of cutting into the hill- 
sido in the locality of Battory Path 
and the P.W.D. offices will be 
neededed in order to provide the

When this building is finally com- 
pleted, ‘the last part of the scheme, 
the sale of old Government House, 
will In‘all probability be put into 
effect. ; : 
The-scheme, as a whole, has ‘much 
to commend it, especially since it 
will finance ‘itself. .The present 
Government House has been found 
inadequate to present-day needa, in 
addition to which its cost of main- 
tenance atendily Increases with its 
age. Magazine Gap seems an 
ideal spot for the new gubernatorial 
residence; it is accessible to motor 
traffic, and when the Magazine Gap 
Road is converted Into a motor 
thoroughfare, it should be within a 
quarter of hour's ride of the city. 
Whether it is intended to do away 
with Mountain ‘Lodge, the | Gov- 
ernor’s Peak residence, we do not 
know, though there would seem to 
he little need for this place after 
the new Government House is built. 
The iden of providing a new City 
Hall in the Government.office block 
may or may not find public favour. 
Much wil! depend on the nature of 
the provisjon made. What is need- 
ed is a group’ of: really modern 
rrooms, including thentre and as- 
sembly hall for big public fune- 
tions. If these are provided, as is 
the case in many Municipal Build- 
ings in the Old Country, there will 
be no cause for complaint. But if 
the plans make the City Hall ameni- 
ties of secondary importance, in- 
adequate to the needs of the Colony. 
it would be far preferable to erect 
the new City Hall elsewhere, Other- 
wise, the scheme will merely mean 
that the Government has deprived 
the community of ita City’ Hall and 
utilised the proceeds from the sale 
of the site for purely governmental 
purposes, 


America’s Politics. 


President Hoover's surrender on 
the Prohibition issue is a frank 
admission, not of the failure of 
the Great Experiment, but of the 
genuine alarm in Republican cir- 
cles that the America which broke 
President Wilson ig all too will- 
ing to pulverize President Hoovers 
The President's stock has lowered 
dn steady ratio with price levels 
“and business activity, and his 
spasmodic rallies have been for 
from sufficient to ease the minds 
of the leaders of the G.O.P. The 
presidential election takes place in 
November, and the political situa- 
tion becomes increasingly pie- 
turesque with the quarrels among 
the Democrats, with consequent 
and quite unnecessary loss of: 
their ‘immense. advantage. Mr. 
Hoover's stirring call for ven- 
geance on the Lindbergh baby 
murderers has caused him to riso 
in the esteem of many, and this 
has been followed by an unexpec- 
ted declaration by the heads of 
seven railway unions urging new 
consideration of European war 
debts along lines similar. to those 
recently suggested by Mr. Smith, 
including a twenty-five year mora- 
torium. This startling pronounce- 
ment by Labour constitutes an 
answer to the President’s opposl- 
tion to the. Democratic plan, They 
announce a 80 per cent, decline in 
employment and 2 50 per cent, de- 
crease in wages, and virtually 
threaten to demand the adoption 
of the dole, unless the Govern- 
ment act promptly. In discussing 
war debt cancellation, they de- 
clare it would be about equivalent 
to the present loss on the postal 
service, and on this matter also 
they demand immediate action if 
it can be found that cancellation 
would, in. fact, assist the world 
to recovery. Their plans include 
the appointment of a committee of 
five, to be known as “The Inter- 
national Trado and Var Debt 
Commission,” with labour, far- 
mers, and busincss Interests re- 
presented, This closely parallels 
Mr. Smith's schemo, but would 
make the granting of a quarter of 
a century moratorium contingent 
upon proof by debtor — countries 
benefiting thereby that it is great- 
ly needod, and upon their promiso 
to co-operate in the rovival: of 
America’s foreign trade.

MANAGEMENT _ 
OF THE WORLD 


By SUSAN 


Something has hnappencd; it ts 
something which has long been 
foretold. We Socialists have 
spoken of the break up of 
capitalism as pious men talk of 
the Day of Judgment; and the 
thing has come like a thicf in the 
night. These may seem foolish 
and idle words; but’ this’ very 
thing with all its enormous = im- 
plications ia being said by the 
coolest heads of the dofenders of 
that system. We have seen an 
important book called by the 
author, “Recovery,” but which 
might be more truly called “The 
Swan Song of Capitalism.” I will 
quote one or two sentences. “The 
defects of the capitallat system 
have been Increasingly robbing it 
of {ts benefits. They are now 
threntening its very existence.” 
{“We have, indeed, before us only 
the alternative of collective 
leadership, collective control or 
chaos." The author, Sir A. Sal- 
ter, is indeed no Socialist; his 
object is the recovery of the old 
world, not the making of w new. 
But, tnd this is the vital point, 
the remedy that he proposes — fs 
no less than conscious world 
management, and the substitution 
of control an? planning for the 
automatic working of contending. 
private interests. He abandons, 
fortress of 
capitalism, the only argument for 
its existence; for, most certainly, 
if it is once admitted that the 
individual capitalist cannot be 
trusted to manage hig property, 
the case for his -privileges has 
gone, 

What is the desperate necessity 
which hag driven so cool and ex- 
perienced an administrator to 
such, desperate remedies? 

What is it indeed that has hap- 
pened to the system under which 
we live? In the old) days, the 
capitalist’ system fulfilled its own 
main purpose, that of the creation 
of wealth. It has not forgotten 
how to produce; it can produce 
more abundantly than ever, What 
it cannot do now is precisely what 
it had no difficulty in doing be- 
fore the war;: it has forgotten 
how to oxchange. The existing 
system ig breaking down in a way 
which we did not anticipate; and 
in that iy the secret of our per- 
plexity and the root: of our: dan- 
ger. 

There ix nothing essentintly new 
in the kind of difficulty the world 
ix facing. The difference is in 
the seale., For what were, in pre- 
war days, isolated trouble, pain- 
ful and disastrous, but‘ not suf- 
ficient to disturb the general 
progress or the general balance, 
have now become so numerous 
and 80 important as to cause a 
general catastrophe, : : 

And three alternatives, broadly 
gpeaking, are before us now: 
military operations, leaving things 
alone or iconscious collective 
management. 

Military operations, when tried 
—as in the Ruhr—were, to say 
the least, not a very brilliant 
financial success.

And 
this impossibility for them means 
all the “possibilities” quoted 
above from Sir Arthur Salter. It 
is easy to writg a paper that 
vor trado will be reduced to 
small dimensions;" it is impos- 
tsible to contemplate calmly what 
that will’ mean to our nation of 
producers and exporters, It 
means universal hopeless increas- 
Ing poverty for the mass’ of the 
people for a generation, -Repara- 
tions are now a dead issue: they 
can never be collected; they have 
done their mipchief and disap- 
peared from the scene; politicians 
are writing their cpitaphs and 
will only discusa at Lausanne 
whether they shall put “Resur- 
gam” or “RLP.” on the  tomb- 
stone, : 

With regard to the cancellation 
of war debts, within the limits of 
this article [ will only say this, 
that disarmament and cancella- 
tion are inextricably linked. For ° 
U.S.A. has to consider tho innocent 
electors of the Middle West, and 
these simple folk arc making the 
simple but devastating comment 
that [f they Ict Europe off — the 
last war, those people over there 
will only get ready for a new war; 
or, in plain terms, unless we can 
satisfy the genuine peace feellng 
in Americn, we shall get no can- 
cellation. .So that the evila of 
the next war about which we have 
ao often spoken are no future 
danger but are with us now. :

f gather that the 
Section 10 is drawn up on the lines 
of the Warren Pyacher Report, 
which has as one of ita objects the 
alignment of pensions and retiring 
nges throughout the Crown 
Colonies. J haye no means of as- 
certaining the recommendations of 
that report. J am, therefore, 
speaking from conjecture. 
if may be truc that in the higher 
branches of the Colonial Service 
conditions may be theoretically 
brought into line with one another, 
I doubt whether it can be anid with 
cqual truth that the Fischer recom- 
mendations can be made applicable 
to all the branches of Civil Service 
in the Colonies... Service conditions 
and other considerations vary. 

For example, | have in-mind the 
aubordinate branches of the clerical 
departments of the Government, in 
Hongkong, | maintain that the 
‘yaluries of locally recruited Govern- 
ment employees arc not suMcient to 
enable them to provide for their 
old age. Thia is specially true of 
married men. Public servants on 
sterling salaries stand in a different 
category. The difference is even 
more yreatly accentuated in the 
case of those men with families in 
the Colony and are not under the 
necessity of malting remittances to 
England, Generally speaking, the 
latter are well paid and, ordinarily, 
should be in acposition to save 
Mubstantially for their old age.

age if the Governor in Council con- 
sidera hig services worth retaining, 
und this rule applies alike to the 
aubordinate and to the higher bran- 
ches of the service.

“Regeing the Question.” 


My honourable’ friend begs the 
question when he speaks of the 
compulsory retirement at the age 
of 65 of local men whose mental and 
physical condition has not suffered 
impairment in the least, and whose 
retention in the service cannot fail 
to be a benefit and ceonomy to the 
taxpayers, 

These are just the men whose 
retention the Governor in Council 
in Likely to approve; but I confess 
I expect to find them the exception 
rather than the rule,

E. R. DOVEY 


A wide circle of friends among, 
all communities of the Colony will 
learn with regret of the death of 
Mr. KE. R. Dovey, the Government 
Analyst, who succumbed to double 
pneumonin shortly after 8x 
o'clock Jnst evening, in the Go- 
vernment Civil Hospital. Mr. 
Dovey had been sorioudly i) for 
nearly oa fortnight, but it was 
hoped at ono period that he had 
turned’ the corner, and his death 
will come as a shock to everyone 
The greatest 
sympathy will be extended to the 

rolatives in thelr berenvement, 
especially to Mrs, Dovey and the 
three young children.* All are 
_at present in England. A brothor 
‘of the deceased is Dr. J. E. Dovey, 
of the Medical Department, who 

came out to the Colony in 1927.) 

Tho Inte Mr. Ernest Roadley 
Dovey was. born jn 1888, and 
qualified as a chemist and analyst, 
showing great skill in his chosen 
profession, He held the degrees 
of ARGS. FLC, and IMCS. 
Joining the local Government Ser- 
vice in 1918 as Second Assistant 
Analyst, he acted as Anniyat two 
years Inter, and was confirmed in 
the appointment at the head of 
the department in 1917, He 
proved in every way a_conscien- 
tious and competent official, and 
his work in the detection of 
poison and in the checking 
of sales of foodstuffs unfit for con- 
sumption, was of the greatest 
valuc, By his death the Govern- 
ment have lost an officer whom it 
will be dificult toe replace. 

Socially, " Mr. Dovey was well 
liked, and though he did not take 
part in many activities of a public 
nature, was well known to a 
large circle. He was one of the 
earlier members of the local Ro- 
tary Club, and not very Jonge ayro 
delivered a most interesting lec- 
ture to members on the correla- 
tion of chemistry and trade. 

Volunteer and Reservist. 

A keen Volunteer, the late Mr. 
Dovey served for a number. of 
years jn the local Defence Corps, 
being altached for quite a tie 
to the Engineer Company, wig 
wards transferring to the Rosedve. 
In the realms of rifle and ‘revol- 
yer shooting he stood high above 
most enthusiasts In those sports, 
and was probably” one of the 
finest revolver shots the Colony 
has ever known. It was usual to, 
find his name in the prize. list of 
every Corps annual shoot. 

It was as a Police | Reservist. 
however, that Mr, Dovey did most 
of his service for the authorities. 
One of the most energetic among 
the carly members of that body 
when it was revived a few years 
ago, he particularly took’ a lead 
ing part in the founditig and 
training of ‘the’ Sharpshooters 
Company, which soon attained a 
high pitch of efficiency under 
his control. As recently as the 
anti-dapanese riots, he was on 
duty, and had much, of the effec- 
tive work of the Reservists at 
that period to hig credit. . 

To many, apart from his friends 
and acquaintances, Mr. Dovey will 
be remembered for his expert 
evidence in several local trials, 
particularly in handwriting dis- 
putes, and the cause celobre, when 
Carvalho Yeo was charged with 
huge fraud on the Treasury, saw 
Mr. Dovey in the role of hand- 
writing expert for the Crown, 
when he attested that the 
signatures On certain cheques 
were forgeries. 

IIe also took an active part! 
some yeurs ago in the affairs of 
the Union Church, and here also 
won the regard of many people, 
all of whom will mourn his un- 
timely death. , ‘

Chemists Called. 


Mr, J. R. Suiter, manager of the 
Pharmoeey, Asiatic Building, was 
called to testify with regard to 
the sanle of two hypodermic 
ayringes to « man whom he 
identified as Sydney’ Christie. 

“T saw him,” stated witness, 
“inthe Pharmacy on March 21, 
when he bought, a hypodermic 
syringe of 2 etbic centimetres. 
This is a duplicate of the cash 
invoice issued jn reapect of that 
purehnan, The cost of that 
syringe war $4. 

“YT saw him again on the fol- 
lowing day when he bought an- 
other syringe, this being one of & 
cuble centimetres. “The price of 
thin second syringe was $6.75. 

“Roth syringea were contained 
ina metal box, the outer container 
being a cardboard box. The 
metal containers-are similar to the 
ones in Court.” 


Sale of Poison, 


Lee Wal-san, an assistant sales- 
man at the King’s Dispensary, at 
King's Theatre Bullding, who was 
the next witness called, also iden- 
tified Christic as a casual cus- 
tomer whom he knew by sight. 
He produced the Poisons Sales 
Book in which was recorded the 
sule of one ounce of cyanide of 
potassium made by, him to Chris- 
tic, a registered chemist being 
also present at the sale. The 
cost of the poison was 40 cents, 
and Christie signed the book as 
the purchaser. 

Poon Yum-ting, who, described 
himself as a merchant with —ar 
office at 10, Des Vocux Road Cen- 
tral, and living at 442 Nathan 
Road, told the Court that he had 
known the accused. Cheng for a 
number of years, but had not as- 
sociated with him lately.

Money from Manila. 


Regarding his finances, witness 
anid he recefved 160 pesos a month 
from Manila, Besides this al- 
lowance, his bills at Savarin House 
were pald by the Chartered Bank 
according to instructions from 
Manila. 

On June 4, he went to the Palace 
Hotel about 8 a.m. and took a couple 
of drinkg. About two hours later 
he went to get his maf], among 
which he found 80 pesos sent to 
him from Manila. This was equal 
to $162.16 Hongkung money. He 
changed this money in’ Hongkong 
and returned to Kowloon about 
12.45 p.m., going straight to the 
Palace Hotel where he stayed until 
about 4.30 p.m. He then left and 
went to the Kowloon Hotel to play 
billiards until about 9 p.m. At this 
time, ho returned to the Palace 
Hotel, and after taking a fow 
drinka, went back to Kowloon 
Hotel. This time, he saw Mr. 
Coonny, but did not speak to him. 

When he went back to the Palace 
Hotel about. 9.30 he met a soldier.’ 
He got into conversation with him 
and a sailor also joined in. After 
a while, the soldier picked up a 
light jacket from the floor, They 
looked it over nnd In a pocket dis- 
covered a wallet, on opening which 
they found some moncy and drafts, 
Witness suggested turning the 
wallet over to the bar boy, but the 
soldier refused, saying “I have been 
in Hongkong too long. I know 
these Chinese boys.’ There will be 
nothing In the wallet to-morrow 
morning.” 


_ Went to Hongkong, 


* At 11.65 u few minutes before, 
the bar was duo to close, they left 
the place and went over to Hong- 
kong. Before they left thd Palace 
Hotel, they had taken out two $10 
bills from the wallet to pay for 
drinks, the soldier remarking that 
as they had found the wallet, they 
should make the owner pany for 
drinks. f 

The whole party went down to 
Wanchal and went to several places 
where they had drinks,. Finally, 
they landed at a big Chinese re- 
ataurant where they took a 
cubicle and had more drinks, 
After this, they retraced _ their 
steps to the Star Ferry. They took 
a motor-boat back to Kowloon. As 
the engines started; the soldier gave 
him the wallet, saying “Take this 
back to the Palace Hotel.” The 
soldier did not give him the jacket, 
however. - 

It was 6 am. by the time they 
Rot back to Kowloon, Witness 
went straight to the Palace Hotel 
where he found several sailors 
drinking. He mentioned some- 
thing about the wallet and one of 
the sailors: said he knew the owner, 
at the snmo time volunteering to 
return it to Mr. Coonay. Witness 
handed over the wallet, which at 
that time contained about $60 in 
Hongkong money.

The first step towards the solu. 
tion of the City Hall problem is 
foreshadowed by the first: reading 
yesterday of an) Ordinance which 
will give the Government power to 
resume possession of the property 
now lying idle, Whn resumption 
has been effected, part of the site 
will be sold and the remainder deve- 
loped to accord with a general 
seheme of town planning. It is not 
intended, however, to utMise | any 
part of the site for the purposes of 
a new City Hall, but the scheme 
which the Government has in mind 
envisage the provision of 
public amenities of — the kind 
hitherto available. Sueh an obliga- 
tion, of cottrse, rests upon the Gove 
ernment, inasmuch as the exfating 
buildings were erected by public 
subscription for the express pur- 
pose of providing a City Hall, Now 
that the authorities are to resume 
possession of the property and will 
seeure.a handsome sum from the 
sale of the Jand, they are in duty 
bound to sve that anew public civic 
centre iy provided. 

As we understand the position, 
the Government has worked out a 
comprehensive scheme of works, 
in which- provision is to be mado 
for a new City Hall, The scheme 
has been so arranged that it will 
more than finance itself. It in- 
chides the erection of a new Gov- 
ernment House and anew block of 
Government offices. The project is 
at present under the consideration 
of the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, whose approval ia neces- 
embarked 
upon. The funds needed to finance 
it will come from the sale of the 
present City Hall property—an ex- 
tremely valuible site—and possibly 
also from the eventual sale of the 
present Government House, The 
first atep in the scheme, we believe, 
is the building of a new  Govern- 
ment House at Magazine Gap, on 
the site of the old | Military 
Sanatorium, which is at present 
unoccupied. When that has been 
erected, it is possible that the old 
Government House may be utilised, 
for a time, for the purposes of a 
City Hall. In the meantime, {t is 
Jhoped = to make o start on tho 
erection of n now block of Govern- 
mont offices In tho region of 
Benconaficld, Arcade.

President Hoover's surrender on 
the Prohibition igsue is a) franc. 
admission, not’ of the failure of 
the Great Experiment, but of the 
genuine alarm in Republican cir- 
cles that the America which broke 
President Wilson is all tea will- 
ing’ to pulverize President Hoover. 
The President's stock has lowered 
in steady ratio with price levels 
and businesa activity. and his 
spasmodic rallids have boon far 
from sufficient to ease the minds 
of the leaders of the GOP. The 
presidential election takes place in 
November, and the political situa- 
tion becomes increasingly — pic- 
turesque with the quarrels among 
the Democrats, with  vonsequent 
and quite unnecessary loss of 
their immense advantage. Mr. 
Hoover's stirring: call for ven- 
eanee on the Lindbergh baby 
murderers has caused him to rise 
in the esteem -of many, and this 
has, been followed by an unexpec- 
ted declaration by the heads of 
seven railway unions urging new 
eonsideration of European war 
debts along lines ‘similar to those 
recently suggested by Mr, Smith, 
including a twenty-five year mora- 
torium. This startling pronounce- 
ment by Labour constitutes an 
answer to the President's opposi- 
tion to the Democratic plan, They- 
announce a 80 per cent, decline in 
employment and a 50 per cent, de- 
crease ‘in Wages, and — virtually 
threaten to demand the adoption 
of the dole, untess the Govern: 
ment act promptly. In discussing 
war debt enneellation, they  de- 
clare it would be about equivalent 
to'the present Josa ‘on the postal 
service, and on this matter also 
they demand jmmedinte action | if 
it can be found that cancellation 
would, in fact, assist the world 
to recovery. Their plana include 
the appointment of 1 committee of 
five, to be known as “The Inter- 
national Trade and War Debt 
Commission,” with labour, far- 
mora, and buainess | interests re- 
presonted.

OF THE WORLD 


By SUSAN’ 


Something has happened; it is 
something which has long been 
foretold. We Socialists. have 
spoken of the break up of 
capitalism as plous men talk of 
the'Day of Judgment; and the | 
thing hus come like a thief in the 
night. These may seom foolish 
and idle words; but this vory 
thing with all its enormous  im- 
plications ja being anid by the 
coolest hends of the defenders of 
that system. We have seen: an 
important book called by the 
nuthor, “Recovery,” but which 
might bo more truly called “The; 
Swan Song of Capitalism.” J will 
quote one or two sentences, “The 
defects of the capitalist —syatem 
have been incrensingly robbing it 
of its bencfita. They are now 
threatening its very existence.” 
“We have, Indeed, before us anly 
jthe alternative of — collective 
leadership, collective control 7 or 
chaos.” The author, Sir A, Sal- 
ter, is indeed no Soctalist; his 
Object is the recovery of the old 
world, not the making of a new. 
But, and this is the vital point, 
the remedy that he proposes — is 
no less than consctous — world 
Management, and the substitution 
of contro) ape ulanning for the 
automate working of contending 
private interests, He abandons, 
(hat fs, the central fortress of 
capitalism, the only argument for 
its existence; for, most certainly, 
if it ix once Ndmitted that the 
individual? capitalist cannot be 
trusted to manage hig) property, 
the ense for his privileges has 
gone, : 

What is the deaperate necessity 
which hag driven so cool and ex- 
perienced an administrator to 
such desperate remedies? 

What is it indeed that has hap- 
pened to the system under which 
we five? Inthe old days, the 
capitalist system fulfilled its own 
main purpose, that of the creation 
of wealth. It has not forgotten 
how to produce; it can produce 
more abundantly than ever, What 
it cannot do now is precisely what 
it had no difficulty in doing be- 
fore the war, it has forgotten; 
how to oxchange. The existing 
system is breaking down ju a way 
which we did not anticipate; and 
in that fa the secret of our per- 
plexity and the root of our dan- 
ger, : 

There is nothing essentially new 
in the kind of difficulty the world 
is facing. Tho difference is in 
the scale. | For what were, in pre- 
war days, isolated trouble, pain 
ful and disastrous, but not suf- 
ficient to disturb the general 
progress or the general batanee, 
have now become so numerous 
and so important as to cause a 
reneral catastrophe. 

And three alternatives, browtty- 
kpeaking, are before ous now: 
Military operations, leaving things 
alone or’ teonscious — collective 
Management, 

Military operations, when tried 
—as in the Ruhr—were, to say

and India, arid for the rest, draw- 
ing a ring round herself and her 
Colonics. “This line of dovelop- 
ment would mean loss to overy 
country . - nn organisation of 
the world Into groups and units 
which would soon be dangerous 
and fatal to world peace.

There 4s no mistake about the 
facts.

JAPANESE CONTROL

MANCHURIAN REPORTS 
CAUSES PEARS 


London, June 9. 

Serious misgivings have been 
aroused in British and Far Kastern, 
mercantile circles. by the report 
that the Manchurian Government 
contemplites: the carly appointment 
of a daprnese — Enspector-General 
of Customs, It ia a matter for the

TERMS OF SETTLEMENT 
ANNOUNCED

Terma of the actttement of the din: : 
‘pute between the Hongkong Footballd 
‘Association and the Chinese clubs, 
-renched Inst- month, have been for- 
‘warded by Mr, P. C. Kwok, Secretary 
‘of the South Chinn Athletic Associn- 
‘tion, in addition to correspondence 
between the Association and Clubs, 
‘The terms of the settlement were 
drawn up by a sub-committee com- 
prising Mr, R. K. Duncan (chairman), 
Mr, Hi K, Lee, and Mr, C. EF. Elliot- 
Haywood, whe met delegates from the 
Chinese clubs, Messrs, Wong Kwong- 
tin, M. K. Lo and Mok Hing. Mr. 
Lee later resigned and his place taken 
by Mr, H. M. MeTavish. “ 

Meetings between’ the — snb-com- 
mittee and the delegates were held 
on March 26, April 15 and May 20, 

Frankness and Friendliness. 

The prolonged discussions between 
the Delegater were conducted with 
great frankness and friendliness, and 
upon the accepted basis that the 
Hongkong Football Association ia the 
Governing: Authority of Foothall in 
Hongkong in acaordance with its 
Constitution, Tho Chinese Delegates 
pointed out that thia position of the 
longkong Football Association had 
always been accepted by, the Chincac 
Clubs, and that, indeed, it wan the 
very recognition of this position 
which, in the light of the events which 
had taken place, as the Chinese Clubs 
conceived them, compelled them to the 
conclusion that there was no alter. 
native but to resign’ their member. 
ship of the Hongkong Football 
Association. 

In view of the sincere desire of both 
parties to forget all past disputes, 
and to. remove fl} obstacles, for re- 
entablishing that — atmosphere of 
friendship, mutual understanding and 
hearty co-operation between the 
»arties, which ts so essential in the 
interests of Sport in the Colony, the 
Delegates were strongly of the 
opinion that it was neither necessary 
nor desirable to enter any further 
Into the merits of the unfortunate 
disputes which had occurred; — they 
{unanimously came to the conclusion 
that the following should conrtitute 
the basis on which the whole matter 
should be settled, and that such a 
xettlement is at once honourable to 
both parties, and conducive to the re- 
establishment of the atmosphore of 
goodwill indicated above: 

Terms Agreed To. 

(1) Both parties accept the posl- 
tion that the regretlable  dixputes 
which nrose out of the Hongkong 
Chinese ‘rss Malayan Chinese 
Interport. and the Malayan Chinese 
versus United Services Match were 
due to mutual misunderstandings, 

(2). The Hongkong Football Ax- 
nocintion expresses to the South 
China Athletic Association its regrets 
that, owing to such misundorstand- 
ings permission to postpone = the 
Lengue Fixture, in order | to enndle 
members of the. South China Athletic 
Association to participate in’ the 
Uongkong Chinese versus Malayan 
Chinese Interport, was not granted, 
and the Malayan Chinese vorsus 
United Services Match did not tako 
place: the Hongkong Football As- 
socintion assures the Chinese teams 
coneérned that no insult to them was 
ever interided by the Hongkong Foot- 
ball Association, 

(3). The Hongkong Football | As- 
socintion recognixes the Hongkong 
Chinese ‘Amateur Athletic Federation 
as n recognised Association, and will 
pladly co-operate with in the 
interests of local Sport. 

(4) With the complete removal of 
all previous misunderstandings tho 
Hongkong Football: Association core 
dlally Invites tho Chineso Clubs to 
withdraw. tholr reaipnations, and the 
Chineso Clubs, for the same reason, 
and in tho same friendly spirit, 
cordinlly ,accept the Invitation. 

Asa result tho clubs concerned-— 
Chinese Athletic, Enstern, Ewo, South 
China and Tsung Tsin—withdraw 
their resignations at the invitation of 
the Association. :

CHEQUERED CAREER 


W. OH. Lockwood, who died at 
Nottingham aged sixty-four, came 
last but one In the series of cele- 
brated bowlers who helped’ to 
raise Surrey to the head of _tho 
championship table in 1887, and 
kept her there for cight out of the 


next nine cricket seasons. Up to 
that time the bowling strength of 
the country Jay almost entirely 
in the North, and Lohmann was 
the first South-countryman to 
come into Test matches as the 
mainstay of the English attack. 
That remarkable player, in t 
yenr of Surrey’s flrat) champion 
ship, and in the two following 
seasons, had Beaumont and Bow- 
ley to take charge of the other 
end. Tri 1887 Lohmann took 176 
wickets for the county, and the 


other two between them 172. The;- 


corresponding figures for 1888 and 
1889 were: Lohmann 207 and 17)

Lohmann's health fatled in 1892;

again the match-winning force of 
earlier days. In the last year of 
the country it was on the bowling 
of Lockwood and Richardson that 
Surrey relied. 


" HIS CAREER.: 


Lockwood's career was curious: 
ly chequered. He was a Notting-! 
hamshire man, and was tried for; 
that county in 1886, chiefly for his. 
fast bowling, but met with no 
success. He then came south and 
qualified for Surrey by joining the 
ground staf at the Oval. The 
Notts authoritics are sometimes 
blamed for letting so good a 
ployer slip through their hands, 
hut in point of fact they offered 
to engaye him again. (le preferred, 
however, to stick by Surrey, and 
appeared for them firat in 1889. He 
got few wickets, but batted fairly 
well, and was particulanly useful 
agninat his old county at the Oval,

STATISTICS ‘REFUSED . 


The Bill to consolidate and 
amend the law reyulating the 
granting of Public Service pen- 
sions, gratuities and other allow- 
ances WAS amended in geveral 
particulars when consideration in 
committee was given to it at yeB- 
terday’s mecting of the Legislative 
Council, : 

The Attorney General moved the 
yecond rending of the Pensions Bill. 
Ho sald: : 

There have been dincussions on 
various clauses of this Bill and 
when this Council gocs into com- 
mittee after the second reading, 
shall ee the amendments that 


T shall now read out. 

In Clause 2 (d) delete “High 
Comminsioner for Transport in 
Kenya and Uganda” and substitute 
“Board of Education for England 
and Wales, or tho Crown Agents 
for the Colonies, or the Colonial 
Audit Department (Home Estab- 
Hiahment) or the Kenya and Uganda 
Railways and Harbour AdmiInis- 
tration.” 


Whole Clause Deleted. 


The whole of Clause 10 will, be 
deleted and the following substitut- 
ed under the marginal , note © 
Compulsory Retirement: 

(1) It shall be lawful for tho 
Governor in Council to require any 
ottcer other than a judge, when- 
ever appointed, to retire from the 
publi¢ service of this Colony who 
(a) appears to the Governor to 
unable to discharge efficiently. the 
duties of his office; or (b) being a 
woman who has entered the public 
service of this Colony who (n) ap- 
pears to the Governor to be ‘unable 
to discharge efficiently the duties 
of his office; or (b) being a woman 
who hus entered the public service 
after the commencement of this 
Ordinance is married. 

(2) ‘The normal age of retire- 
ment for any public officer, other 
than a judge, shall be deemed to 
have been nttained if he or she— 
(n) has attained the age of fifty- 
five years, or (b) being an Indian 
anbordinate officer of the prison 
Department,, jady medical officer, 
lady serving in the Education De- 
partment, or a European attendant 
at n Government mental hospital, 
or a matron, nursing sister or 
nurse in a Government hospital, 
hos attained the age of fifty years; 
and any such officer, who shall have 
attained the normal age of retire- 
ment, shall retive from the public 
service of the Colony unless the 
Governor in Council decides that 
his or her services shall be retained. 
In no case, however, except with 
the approval of the Secretary — of 
State, shall the services of any 
such officer be retained for more 
than five years after he or she has 
attained the normal aye of retire: 
ment. 

Righty Protected. 


With regard to this amendment, 
I would point out that under Clause 
19 of this Bill, the rights of — offl- 
corn now in the Public Service, 
under the existing Pension Legista- 
tien are safeguarded, 

Under the existing Penalon 
Sagislation, oflcers may be retired 
for incompetence by the Governor 
in Council or apart from any ques- 
tion of incompetence on attaining 
tho nye of 56 years, except that 
in the case of certain officers, the 
consent ofthe Secretary of State is 
necessary, so that this Bill docs not 
materially alter the present posi- 
tion, but if it does go at all, it does 
not take away the rights of persons 
now in the service of the Colony. 

At the end of Clause 16, it ts 
proposed to add the following: 
Such gratuity, if granted: to the 
legal personal representative, shall 
form part of tho estate of 
the officer _ for purposes of 
distribution under any testament- 
ary disposition mnde by him or 
under an intestacy, as the case 
_} may be; but, nevertheless, no estate 

duty shall be payable In reapect 
thereof, and its addition to the 
principal value of tha estate shall 
not be taken into considoration for 
the purpose of increasing the rate 
at which estate duty on the remaln- 
der of the estate may be payable. 

With regard to the provision for 
death duty on gratuities, tho, 
gratuities will not be paid out with 
one hand and taken back In tho 
form of Estate Duty with the other 
hand. It is the practice not to 
charge estate duties ,on death 
gratuitics in England and in the 
Colonies. : 

In Clause 17, the words “or 
after”, appearing in the marginal 
note will be deleted.

the servicea of all good men in 
1933 when they will have attain- 
ed the age limit.

Following Fincher Report. 


1 gather that the proposed new 
Section 10 is drawn up on the lines 
of the Warren Fischer | Report, 
which has as one of its objects the 
alignment of pensions and retiring 
ages: throughout the Crown 
Colonies. IT have no means of as- 
certaining the recommendations of 
that report. [| am, therefore, 
speaking from conjecture, While 
it may be true that in the higher 
branches of the Colonial Service 
conditions oo may he theoretically 
brought Into line with one nnother, 
Ldoubt whether tt can be said with 
equal trath that the Fischer recom- 
mendations ean be made applicable 
to nll the branches of Civil Service 
in the Colonies. Service conditions 
and other considerations vary. 

For example, I have In mind the 
subordinate branches of the clerical 
departments of the Government in 
Hongkong, I maintain’ that’ the 
salaries of locally recruited Govern- 
ihent employees are not sulicient to 
enable them to’ provide for thelr 
old age. ‘This is specially true of 
married men. Public servants on 
sterling salaries stand in a different 
cntegory. The difference is even 
more greatly necentuated in the 
case of thoxe men with familics in 
the Colony and are not under tho 
necessity of making: remittances. to 
England, Generally speaking, the 
Intter are well paid and, ordinarily, 
should be in a position to save 
substantially for their old age. 
They can contemplate retirement 
with complacency and even ina 
Lhappy. frame of mind, “This much 
cannot be said of the subordinate 
branches of the Service, ‘Theirs 
jy a handsto-mouth wage. They 
carn just enough to make — ends 
meet, and, in the case of a’man 
with « more than the average size 
of family, the problem of adjuating 
the domestic budget cmust be a 
worrying and a perplexing one, 


“Anflicting Hardship. 


To compel retirement at age 65 
of local men whose mental and 
physical condition has not suffered 
impairment in the least, will to my 
mind, inflict hardship by depriving 
families of breadwinners who 
would fnin continue in employment 
and ‘whose retention in the Service 
cannot fai) to ‘be of benefit and 
economy to the taxpayers. It is 
for such and similar cases that 1 
plead to Your Excellency for con- 
Sideration that too.Mteral an ‘ap- 
plication of Section 10 of the pro- 
posed new law might not be dras- 
tically enforced. I am aware that 
the law i not inflexible, I beg that 
in its operation every care will be 
exercised to reduce to a minimum 
the possibility of hardship and in- 
justice being unwittingly inflicted 
on well-deserving servants of the 
public to whom every consideration 
should be extended and from whom 
the Colony has benefited by honcat, 
conscientious and loyal services ex- 
tending over a lifetime. 

1 would like to add a few Words, 
in conclusion, for the ladies serving 
in the’ Education Department. 
-Thoir retiring go is normally’ 60 
years, subject to five years more in 
tho exceptional cases obtaining the 
npproval of the Secretary of State. 
From personal knowledge of tho 
qualifications of some of the Hong- 
kong young Indies who are teach- 
ing in some of the Governmont 
schools I can say, without fear of 
contradiction, that no greater nsa- 
set can be found at so little expense 
to the Colony than tho local 
teachers of the girls’ schools in 
Hongkong.

"The Attorney General.—\With re- 
gard to the question of cost, a table 
could be prepared showing the total 
cost of penaiona, if every officer of 
65 years or over retired on ist 
January, 1983.

nothing when prepared. For while 
every such officer could so retire if 
he wished, in which case the pro- 
posed new clause 10 could ‘not be 
snid to cause any incrense in the 
cost of government, it is obvious 
that the Government would not 
attempt to retire all officers of 56 
or over on January 1st, 1933, nor 
can it be assumed either that all

Moreover, supposing all such offt- 
cers did retire on lst January, 
1933, an estimate of the cost . to 
tlie, | Colony would involve the 
calculation of the cost of filling 
their posts, the snlary of the suc- 
cessor being seldom if over tho 
same as the salary of the retiring 
officer. 

There are so many hypothetical 
feuturey about an estimate of tho 
kind asked for by my honourable 
friend that I think it would be un- 
fnir to expect my honourable friend 
the Colonfal Treasurer to prepare 
it. The most I feel justified in say- 
ing ia that, in-as-much as the 
Ordinanee is intended to engourage 
earlier retirement, it will in course 
of years be likely to lead to some 
increase in the cost of pensions.

norma) age of retirement must be a 
gradual proceas, I would ask my 
honourable friend to remember
